THE U. 3. NAVAL station. 

Liout. J. M, T. Partellt, of tho U.S. 
Navy, contributes to the San Francisco 
Chronicle an interesting description of tha 
group of islands in the Gulf of ‘Mexico 
where the U. S.-squadron assembiod pre- 
vious ‘to sailing to Cuba to effect the 
hlockadg of Havana.
